If vou were to look for the residence of the 
Secretary of State. the first officer of the 
Cabinet, whose wife is always accorded the 
place of honor at the White House, save at 
dinners to the Supreme Court, and 
at whose home the President and for- 
eign ambassadors are seen more often 
than at any residence in Washington, 
-ou would never take this for the place. 

ou could find a hundred—yes, hundreds 
of more handsome residences within a very 
short distance of this spot, and equally ac- 
cessible. and even in more fashionable loeca- 
tions. Within it is tastefully and richly fur- 
nished, but without display. ‘There are par- 
lors at the left and right as you enter, and 
above is a large room which the Secretary 
occupies as a sortof office. There isa large 
square desk in the center of the room, some 
rare engravings on the wall, a luxurious car- 
pet, hangings and mantel ornaments, etc., 
ete. The rooms below are not large. 
The hall is broad and leads direct to the 
dining-room, while the stairway is located 
between one of the parlors and the dining- 
room, and not in the principal hall itself. 
The parlors are richly furnished, and the rare 
paintings and engravings on the wall and 
rich carpets and furniture, betoken excellent 
taste on the part of the Secretary and his 
family. 

SECRETARY CHANDLER 
lives in a more fashionable spot and ina more 
modern and fashionable house. He is a 
worker, and his desk in his iibrary is strewn 
with papers, and shows that his wonderful 
success in political life has been earned by 
hard work and ceaseless activity. The par- 
lors are very handsome, rather showy, in 
fact, yet in exeellent taste. In general ar- 
rangement as to location of réoms, halls and 
stairway, she house is something similar 
to that occupied by Senator Frelinghuysen. 
SECRETARY LINCOLN 

lives on Massachusetts avenue near Four- 
teenth street, just a few squares away from 
the spot where his martyred father fel! a 
victim to the assassin’s bullet. The 
house is large, but not especially 
showy. The parlors are broad and spacious. 
At the front a bay window, at the 
opposite end a ecurtained doorway leading 
into a cosy back parlor with a fireplace. On 
the walls are a number of engravings: and 
portraits, among them an excellent picture 
of Garfield, but 1 could see none of Lincoln. 
Perhaps that of hisloved father is too sacred 
to him for a place in so public a spot as this 
must be, 

THE HOME OF EX-SECRETARY BLAINE, 
however, is the handsomest of them all. The 
hall is broad and long, and the walls bur- 
dened with fine engravings. Along 
the sides are handsomely carved 
chairs of ebeny and mahogany, which 
would do credit to any old baronial castle of 
the most approved pattern and standing. 
On the walls are pictures of Washington, 
Lincoln, Garfield, Grant, but not of Arthur 
so far as could be observed. At the end of 
the hall is a broad fire-place with brass and- 
irons, the mantel surmounted by costly 
vases. The ceiling and finish of the hall is 
in natural woods, very handsome. The 
large parlors at the right and left of the hall 
are handsomely furnished, luxurious carpets 
and hangings, elegant and costly furniture.

Judge Barclay Renders a Decisi 
on the Hjectment Pleadings. 


—_— 


An Adverse Ruling to the Gould Interest-- 


“Important Interpretation of Law on the 
Subject. 


Judge Barclay this moring rendered a de- 
cision of importance in a case which attract- 
ed more than ordinary attention, the right 
of possession to the Poplar street track, ex- 
tending from Seventh street to the levee, 
thence north to Biddle street, and south to 
the Iron Mountain track, Plum street. 
The decision is upon a demurrer of the Mis- 
souri Pacific Railread Company to the peti- 
tion of the St. Leuis Connecting Railroad 
Company, who are suing in ejectment. The 


company is composed of a syndicate who 
purchased at Sheriff’s sale to satisfy an exe- 
cution in respect of a  judg- 
ment obtained against the Pacific Kati- 
road Company on aecount of rent of 
the Boonville branch. The controversy as 
to whether the Poplar street track was in- 
eluded in the mortgage deed of the. Pacific 
railroad figured in this litigation. Judge 
Barclay to-day passes upon the real_ issues 
raised on the pleadings. The Missouri 
Pacific Railroad Company insisted that eject- 
ment would not lie to recover this property 
on the ground that the estate taken 
by acompany for its read being limited tr 
its corporate purposes is a mere easement 
which cannot be the subject of such un ac- 
tion. The syndicate on the other hand in- 
sisted that under the Missouri statutes 
ejectment may be employed to recover any 
kind of lands, tenements or. hereditaments 
whatsoever. The court says: 

“That ejeetment will not lie to recover 
every hereditament or even every interest in 
realty is self-evident, and the statutes on the 
subject must be read with a reasonable re- 
gard to the physical possibilities of lega! 
procedure. A tenant's right, after expiration 
of his term, to erops of his own planting on 
the  demised estate, is an ‘interest 
in land, yet it certainly cannot be 
recovered in ejectment, nor could a common 
of pasture or many other ineorporeal heredi- 
taments be the subjects of such an action 
use from their nature incapable of phvs- 
icai delivery by the officers of the law. On 
the other hand, it has been adjudged that 
many rights in their nature purely in- 
corporeal may be recovered in ejectment 
if connected with as appendant or appurte- 
nant to detinite corporeal property capable 
of physical delivery and inits nature realty. 
Lord Eldon snstained an ejectment for a 
turnpike road as appurtenant to the toll- 
houses and gates. Evena right of common 
was recovered in ejectment brought for 
the lands to which such right was 
appurtenant. Some ot the American courts 
have gone so far as to permit ejectment by a 
municipal corporation for its real estate or 
interests in the public higoways composing 
its streets, even though in some instances it 
was conceded that such interest was a mere 
easement. Applying these principles, it 
would seem elear that when 
a railroal company by condemnation 
or other lawful means has acquired fhe right 
to place its road upon the soll, coupled with 
a right of way for the term of its charter, 
and thereupon has laid its ties and rails and 
perfected and operated its line, the complet- 
ed track and road-bed become in their nature 
realty and eapable of a physical delivery. Lf 
so, the strict right of way and other 
inCorporated rights and!privileges necessarily 
&Ppurtenant or incident thereto could be 
constructively deliverable along with these 
physical objects. Jt is necessary to decide 
what precise estate or title the railway com- 
pany has in its road-bed. It is at least some 
kind of an interest in the soil which justifies 
the present nossession of the land oceupied 
by its road-bed and track, while the jatter 
constitutes such tangible property as the 
Sheriff eould deliver possession of. This is 
all that is essential, for ejectment will lie for 
anything permanentiy attached tothe soil 
of which*the Sheriff can deliver possession. 

“The Missouri Pacific Company contends 
that there can be no: recovery. 
because possession of a part only 
of a railroad line is prayed for. The 
Supreme Court has held that a railway can- 
not be sold piecemeal or by detached frag- 
ments on execution, because that would ne- 
eessarily divert the residue of the

Whether this rule would be extended to 
cover the case of a district branch of the road 


which might be held or operat- 
adversely without prejudice 
to the usefulness of the 


main Jine has not been decided and is not 
clear. But it would seem that the theory on 
which the decisions on this subject pro- 
ceed wMuid not apply to sucha branch of 
the main line as could be_ segregated there- 
from without impairing the publie uses or 

urposes of the main road. Whether the 

ranch defined as such in the petition 
isin fact of this character does not clearly 
appear. If it shall be proven such, it may 
be the subject of a recovery, as prayed here- 
inona proper showing of facts, otherwise 
it cannot be. Under the allegations of the 
petition this branch road may or may not be 
of this character, but upon demur- 
rer where one or two constructions will 
sustain and the other defeat a pleading it is 
the duty of the court under the code as ex- 
pottded in the State whence we transplant- 
ed it, to adopt the former construction, The 
question raised upon the alleged insufficient 
and uncertain description of the property 
sought to be recovered must be ds- 
cided adversely to demurrant. It is 
impossible to say at this stage of the case 
whether or not the description in the peti- 
tion is adequate. It may be disclosed by evi-

Louis Times in 1881 they found themselves 
in possession of a contract todo the adver- 
tising for the city of St. Louis at the dis- 
couragingly low rate of one and four-tenths 
ofacentaline. Tieir first work was to de- 
stroy and wipe out of existence their formid- 
able rival. In Jaw they were bound to execute 
and carry into effect this Zimes contract, but 
they quietly sneaked into the City Register’s 
office and induced Mr. RicHARD WALSH to 
give them a new contract at three cents a 
line. The contract was secretly made. 
There was no proposition made for bids and 
no other newspaper in St. Louis was per- 
mitted to compete. For three months the 
KNAPPs received three cents a line for 
the city advertising when they were legally 
bound to do it for one and four-tenths cents 
per line, and they robbed the city of more 
than $1,000. It was a petty steal. it is true, 
but in every respect worthy of the KNAPPs. 
We said then that they were thieves and we 
take great pleasure in repeating the obser- 
vation. 

THE CASE OF SHERIDAN. 

The application of the British Government 
for the arrest and extradition of J. P. 
SHERIDAN raises two very delicate ques- 
tions. The State Department eannot, of 
course, refuse a hearing toa friendly power 
in such a matter, and the case must be tried. 
As yet the public do not know the details of 
the crime with which SHERIDAN is charged. 
All that is knewn is that CAsry, the inform- 
er, testified that: among the conspirators who 


were plotting to murder FoRsTER he 
had met SHERIDAN, who was_ then 
disguised as a priest, and known 


as Father Murpny, and that SHERIDAN had 
told him that he was extending the Order of 
Invincibles, and that he would send them 
arms and money from London. 

It is to be presumed that the counsel for 
the. british Government have further testi- 
mony which will be produced in the hearing 
on the question of extradition. But the first 
point to be noted is that the evidence of an 
informer or of a dozen informers, cringing to 
save their coward necks from the gallows, is 
absolutely worthless unless it sup- 
ported by facts which do not depend on 
that kind of testimony. Since the days 
of JupAs no fouler or more revolting figure 
has blotted the ‘sunlight than this same 
fawning hound GAREY, who now crouches 
to lick the hand he tried to bite, and who 
proves in his own person that there are 
crimes baser than secret and coward mur- 
der. - On the mere evidence of such a seoun- 
drel, no man should be troubled in any way.

the broad and deep question whether 
this is a political trial or not. Is 
the Government of Ireland to-day such 
a Government as this country can lend 
its Official support to?

and we have neither excused the ern- 
elty of British rule in Ireland nor the 
brutality of, the crimes which have expressed 
the revolt of the oppressed. But when the 
question is transferred to our own shores we 
do not hesitate to say that this country can 
have neither lot nor part in the worse than 
Russian despotism which weighs on Ireland, 
and that it is our duty to give to every himan 
being whois claimed by Br.tish justice the 
benefit of every doubt, legal, moral and tech- 
nical, until he is clearly proved by unbought 
and unquestioned evidence to have been an 
actual perpetrator of some crime against the 
law which we uphold, And it is our duty to 
protect every one, citizen or alien, who 
has sought the protection of our flag, against 
the danger of being extradited for one crime 
and tried for another. 


THE JETTY IDEA. 

Ina letter to Congressman Grorar, of 
Orrgon, the Civil Engineer Henry F. 
KNAPP opposes the scheme of jettying the 
Oregon rivers, and argues against the princi- 
ple that by contracting the mouth of a river 
the channel is deepened and the bar pushed 
out into deep water. 

Mr. KNAPP cites three instances of rivers 
with wide mouths and deep entrances, the 
Thames, the St. Lawrence and the Amazon, 
and says that these three cases “alone lay 
out stiff and cold the false arguments and 
theories of engineers,”’ but he omits to men 
tion that the chief reason why these rivers 
do not form bars is because they do not carry 
down the sediment from which alone bars 
are formed. 

The Thames and St. Lawrence are not 
merely clear streams and free from soil, but 
their harbors are vast estuaries of tide-water

nection we may add that we experience no 
sentiment of sorrow as the time draws near 
forthe abrogation of our legal advertising 
contract. We have passed the point where 
that sort of thingis beneficial tous, and we 
ean afford to leave that species of business 
to the newspapers that were established in 
1808, and which are now driven by adversity 
to grab everything that is in sight—cold 
victuals included. We have simply been 
struck with the peculiar appeal for aid sent 
by the Knaprs totheir party brethren in 
Jefferson City.

Permit me to accord you the greatest praise for 
your excellent paper of the 26th inst., for the 
number of original editorials, all of which were to 
the point and in the nick of time. It is truly re- 
freshing to reua the Post-DisPaTcu, for its arti- 
cles are manly and independent, uttered without 
fear, favor or affectation,and itis on the side of the 
people, which is not the case with all metropolitan 
journals. We unite to uphold you in your attack 
against the constant disposition of the Legis- 
lature now in session at Jefferson City to 
entertain special legislation, which has al- 
ways proved a curse to every State in the Union 
that has gone forward inmaking individual laws 


for -a_ specific elass of people. You re- 
fer to a bill callea “the Curtis 
Act,” to protect retail butchers, grocers- 


and bakers, as having been presented to the body 
to be made a law, to the end that whoever patron- 
izes the special businesses named and fails to pay 
their bills promptly, household goods or anything 
these tradesmen can seize upon are at once to be 
taken away and sold to the highest bidder at 
auction, without regard to any law heretofore or 
hereafter passed to the contrary. Andsuch an 
antidiluvian draftof law as thisis laid before 
an enlightened body of men, and they importuned 
to sanction the same. Was there ever before 
such preposterous nonsense invented and car- 
riea to the extent this special business has gone? 
It may be said the mechanics’ lien law gives the 
precedent—a special aet passed many years ago to 
secure mechanics who did work on buildings. 
We grant that it does, but if one old act is to 

held up for all future time for a guide and exam- 
ple, it long since nays been ascertained 
to have been anerror on th epart of the Legisla- 
ture in making such a special law, the body had 
better repeal that one,and more ifthere are others, 
and let us begin a clean record with the motto: 
No monopolies—no special legislation. Bakers, 
butchers and grocers have to buy from the whole- 
sale merchants and make debts for flour, sheep, 
bullocks and groceries—then must follow another 
special law to protect the wholesale men. Buteh- 
ers, bakers and grocers and their families wear 
clothes, boots and shoes, use household goods and 
all the necessaries, They get in debt for them and 
can't pay. Next, all the boot and shoe, clothing 
and other merchants must have a law to portect 
them, and so the Legislature must so continue to 
piss specia. legislation.

A Talk With Merchants--How They are 
Watched--Ladies Who Pilfer in Stores. 


“Kleptomania?” said Mr. D. Crawford, 
when accosted upon the subject this morn- 
ing. “I know very little about it. In fact, 
there is not so much of it going on at 


all.” 
“In Chicago it is said that there are at 


least 2,000 women who are known to steal 
habitually from steres of this kind,” suggest- 


ed the reporter. 
“Well,” replied Mr. Crawford, ‘‘there is 
no such number here. Of that fact I am 
‘nositive. I would know it if the number 
oe anv way Jarge, and I say it is not.” 
“How many ladies or women do you 
*inow who habitually makeit a practice to

pilfer from stores: 
“In all my experience, and I have had con- 


siderable, I do not know more than eight or 
nine in St. Louis. I Know every one of them 
as soon as they come inside the doors. I put 
somebody to watch them, and they can never 
get a chance. More than once we have caught 
them here very cleverly carrying off goods. 
All we do is to take the articles from them, 
show them to the door and warn them never 
to come in here again.” 

“Why don’t vou prosecute ?’’ 

“The annoyance ‘and the time lost in 
securing a conviction is what deters the Mer- 
eers in St. Louis from doing this. It is hard 
to make a case, even after all your trouble. I

For some time it has been noticed 
that she was melancholy, and she complain- 
ed that she was in failing health, Early in 
the day she called a servant to her room and 
told her to go after her mother in haste 
The servant noticed that Miss Schlatter was 
disturbed in mind, but did not think she was 
ill, But when Mrs. Schlatter arrived in 


the room she found her daughter lying on 
the bed unconscious. Near her on the tloor 
was found an empty battle which smelled of 
laudanum.

One of the most painful instances touch- 
ing literary and journalistic cireles which 
have occurred here:bouts for some time was 
the death, at her father’s residence, in Mil- 
waukee, yesterday, of the beautiful and 
rifted wife of Henry Ten Eyck White, of the 

hicago Tribune. The circumstance of 
their acquaintance, courtship, marriage and 
brief honeymoon, interrupted as it has been 
by death, are full of romantic interest, Mr, 
White is a son of Maj.-Gen. Julius White, of 
this city, who resides at Evanston, LI, 
His early career was one of opposition to 
the established desire onthe partof the 


parents for the edueation of their 
children, His great iove for horses 
and the society of turfmen gave 


him a wonderful fund of information in this 
direction, and when he finally assumed the 
profession of journalism his services were 
found to be of exceptional yaine in this di- 
rection, and he received the position threugh 
his warm friend,the late Samuel J. Medijl,of 
editor of the turf department of the Chicago 
Tribune. ‘This he retained until about two 
years ago, when he began the departinent in 
that paper which has become noted through- 
out the United States and England under 
the caption of “Lakeside Musings.” His 
keen satires and caricatures upon society and 
people were the natural outgrowth of his 
‘eyniecal nature, which, among his fellows, 
frequently amounted to an unbearable brus- 
queness, though unintentional and unpre- 
meditated on his part. He deligiuted especially 
in serving up the multitude of poetesses Who 
called to deposit their offerings with the 
Tribune editors. Among these was one 
‘ounug lady of rare gifts aud presence—Miss

satires on this little lady he grew to know 
her and in time to love her ardently. ‘Their 
engagement was soon announced, and only 
two months since their marriage occurred, 
It is stated by Mr. White’s immediaie friends 
that he simply idolized his wife; that his en- 
tire disposition and nature were apparently 
changed by the union, and that in place of 
his seeming'y brusque, curt and even savage 
demeauor his disposition, motive and manner 
grew into a new mold of kindiiness and 
amiability. The blow has been a terrible 
one to Mr. White, as well as the friends of 
his wife, and the keenest and deepest sympa- 
thy is extended from all.

Strange Story of Jewell’s Death. 
From the Hartford (Conn.) Times, Feb. 22. 

On Friday morning before his death Mr. 
Jewell awoke from asound sleep and in- 
quired what was the matter at the residence 
of the Hon. William E. Dodge (his daugh- 
ter’s father-in-law, the famous New York 
merchant). Mr. Jewell’s family had just re- 
ceived a telegram announcing the sudden 
and unlooked for death of Mr. Dodge; but 
it was not deemed best to let him know that 
any such thing had happened, and he was 
therefore told that all was wellin Mr. 
Dodge's family., He said no, thatit could 
not possibly be; something serious had hap- 
pened; the family were in great trouble, if 
not actually in affliction; he knew it, ina 
way Which, if not explicable, was, neverthe- 
less, as clear and certain as he sawit. In- 
sisting upon this, and refusing to accept his 
family’s denials, he at length induced them 
to telegraph to New York, to see what was 
the matter. But Mrs. Jewell so worded the 
telegram as to instruct those who received it 
to answer that everything was all right. 
When that answer came they told it to Mr, 
Jewell. who refused to believe it, and at Jast 
asked them to let him see the message itself, 
This request being granted, and haying the 
ocular proof before his eyes in the shape of 
an unmistakable Westeru Union telegraph 
message, he dubiously remarked: ‘Weil, 
it does seem to be so: Lut itis very strange; 
I know there is something the matter—that 
something serious has happened in Mr, 
Dodge’s house in New .York.” And that 
impression he retained until, so soon after- 
ward, he, too, ended his earthly life. He 
survived Mr. Dodge wees about 38 hours, 
His feeling that “something serious had 
happened” was apparentiy as clear and 
strong as it would have been had he person- 
ally witnessed the death of his relative.

Washington Cor. of the Boston Traveller, 
Gen. Grant, in a recent conversation, said; 
“The darkest day of my life was the day I 
heard of Lineotn’s assassination. I did not 
know what it meant. Heve was the rebel- 
lion put down in the field and starting up 
again in the gutters. We had fought it asa 
war, now we had to fight it as assassination. 


} Lincoln was killed on the evening of the 14th 


of Aprif. I was busy sending out orders to 
stop reeruiting, the purchase of supplies, 
and té muster out the army. Lineoln had 
promised to go to the theater, and wanted 
me to go with him. While I was with the 
President a note came from Mrs. Grant, say- 
ing that she must leave Washington that 
night. She wanted te go to Burlington to 
see her children, Some incident of a trifling 
nature had made her resalve to leave 
that evening. 1 was glad te have it 
so, as [did not want to go to the theater, 
So I made my excuses to Lincoln, 
and at the proper hour we started for the 
train. As we were driving along Pennsyl- 
vania avenue, a horseman drove past us on 
a gailop, and back again around our ¢car- 
riage looking into it. Mrs. Grant said; 
‘There is the man who sat near us at lunch 
to-day, with some other men, and tried to 
overhear our conversation, He was so rude 
that we left the dining-room. Here he is 
now riding after us.’ [ thought it was only 
curiosity, but learned afterward that the 
horseinan was Booth. It seemed that I was 
to have been attacked, and Mrs. Grant's 
sudden resolve to leave changed the plan. 
A few days after 1 received an anonymous 
letter from aman saying that he had been 
detailed to kill me, that he rode on my train 
as faras Havre de Grace, and as my car 
was locked he failed to getin. He thanked 
God that he had failed. Il remember thatjthe 
conductor locked our car, but how true the 
letter was I cannot say, I learned of the 
assassination as I was passing through 
Phiiadelphia. I turned around, took a 
special train, and came on to Washington. It 
was the gloomiest day of my life.”

The Municlpal Assembly. 

In the Council last night, the Belt Rail- 
way Company’s bill was read a third time 
and passed. The bill reported providing for 
ward registration once in four years was laid 
over. Remenstrances against street rail- 
road companies construction were presented 
and referred to the committee. Several bills 
for street reconstruction were passed, like- 
wise the bills relative to letting 


in one contract the street work and keeping 
the streets in repair for ten years. 

In the House of Delegates the opium-den 
ordinance was read and passed, The street 
reconstruction bills. relative to the asphalt 
experiment, were laid over for the Board of 
Public Improvements to draft a clause mak- 
ing the contractors responsible for keep- 
ing the streets in repair tor 
ten years, or otherwise to guarantee 
the work. If the planis feasible it will be 
adopted. The bill increasing the salary of 
Commodore Smith, the Mayor’s secretary, 
to $2,500 per annum was ordered to engross- 
ment. Mr. Dunn entered his objection. The 
pool-sellers’ license bill amendment was 
adopted; $1,000 for six months and $2,000 
perannum. The bill for increase of sala- 
ries was passed as follows: Collector of 
water rates $3,000 per annum ; cashier, $1,500 ; 
clerks and inspectors, $83 50. The minority 
report on this measure was lost. Mr. Davis 
introduced a bill for placing the foundation 
of the Blair monument in Forest Park to 
cost $650. The Missouri Railroad Company’s 
bill for extension of the Olive Street Chas to 
Forest Park after some discussion was made 
a@ special order for next Friday.

The Crank Ideas that Pervade the 
Public School System.

Ridiculous Manner in Which It is Taught. 


Public Schools in language is not confined 


elegantly polished and heavily burdened ex- 
pressions that English is capable of. In 
every class, for at least twenty minutes each 
day, there isa German lesson, which long 
and —_ short, tall and lean, poor 
and rich, dull and bright, are compelled to 
take. 
dominates over all the others. Every Eng- 
lish branch must bow to it, and every English 
teacher must bend the knee and servilely 
make way for the Teutonic instructress, at 
whatever time that lady may fina it con- 
venient to take possession of a room. It is 


stating the truth mildly to say that the Eng- 
lish teachers are down on the German. 
Even Superintendent Long doesn’t seem to 
care wheter German is retained in the 
curriculum or not. Nobody appears to 
favor it, except the German teachers, 
who find that it secures them 
employment in the schools, not only for 
teaching the German language. with which 
they have reason to be somewhat familiar, 
but also for giving instruction in English 
branches, to which a great many of them are 
still comparative strangers. 
THE STUDY OF GERMAN 

is as firmly established in the public schools 
as the Roman Catholic Church claims to be 
on the Rock of Peter. It is given a place in 
the course of study because it is somebody’s 
particular hobby, and if the seRool system 
is consistent in anything itisin being com- 
posed of a variety of hobbies. There 
is the Long hobby, which, in_ effect, 
requires a seven-year-old child to 
be as correct grammatically, logically, 
technically and otherwise, as a Harvard 
raduate writing an article for the Century 
Magazine, or a French cyclopedist compiling 
a history of the numerous efforts made by 
scientists to discover the true parallax of 
the sun. Then there is the Foster hobby in 
arithmetic, a new system that is, in the 
writer’s opinion, good, but because novel 
and for the time being difficult to the teach- 
ers, scarcely sufficiently practicable to war- 
rant its substitution for the old system, 


that was every bit as_ reliable and 
certainly not in any way inferior to 
the Foster idea. Then, too, there is the 


Locke hobby in drawing, which is an im- 
mensely beautiful and charmingly com- 
pe vonggnet hy ambition on the part of Miss 

ocke, who represents some Eastern pub- 
lishing house, to make it the beginning, end 
and middle-ground of the public school 
child’s existence to be familiar with, adept 
in, and technically on intimate neighborly 
terms with the Smith system of drawing. 
Smith supplanted Diehl! inthe schools a year 
ago and effected a complete upheaval of the 
old methods of drawing. Diehl had some 
elaborate scheme for rapidly developing the 
art instinct in publie school children, and 
Smith had an equally vague but 
quite as elaborate and about ten times 
as distressing a method of doing the same 
thing, the distressing element growing in 
proportion to quantity and quality of tech- 
nicalities that are unloaded into the infant 
intellect by some skillful juggling peculiar 
to school boards and 

TEACHERS’ COMMITTEES 

that know next to nothing about the branch- 
es of learning for which they are supposed to 
select the text-books—a duty which they of- 
ten with commendable modesty relegate to 
the agents of publishing houses. The change 
that Smith so much desired and that Diehl 
so strongly but vainly objected to, brought 
Miss Locke to the surface and she has since 
been supervising the work of the drawing 
classes by day and helping lame teachers out 
at night, so that the hobby might fiourish 
and the race of artists and other wonderful 
people might multiply rapidly and cause the 
business of the Smith establishment, wher- 
ever it is, to grow and extend with the 
widening and unfolding of the generations. 
There are other minor hobbies engendered 
and fostered at the expense of the children 
by individual teachers, and from morning 
until night the young and plastic intellect is 


being _ chased up the by-ways 
and blind-alleys of learning, now 
by the man who has a néw 


kind of patent phonetic primer that can be 
reversed and used for a grammar, or by put- 
ting an extra buttonhole through it some- 
where may be turned around and made to do

_ NOT ONLY IS IT IMPOSSIBLE 

for children to acquire a knowledge of Ger- 
man in the schools, but they are no more en- 
titled to it than they are to Latin or lrish or 
French. Nationality as well as sectarianism 
should be sunk out of sight in asystem of 
education that means to * catholic, and the 
opponents of German claim, possibly with 
great show of justice, that tne schools 
should not be the means of fostering a single 
foreign tongue to the utter exclusion of all] 
others, The statement that German cannot 
be acquired in the public schools has never 
received a flatand full denial. ‘The .chal- 
lenge is still open to bring forward a boy or 
girl who has learned the langnage in’ this 
manner, Supt. Long says he knows noth- 
ing about the German department and has 
no desire to appear as its defender. The 
German superintendent has not been seen, 
but German teachers themselves say they do 
not see that any great good is accomplished 
by giving these lessons. How 
are they given? An explanation 
of this alone will show how farcical the 
whole thing is and upon whata thoroughly 
unpractical basis the present course of study 
of the public schouls rests. 

Take any school in thecity and entera 
firstor second grade class just before the 
German teacher arrives. ‘The little ones are 
ng inthe last throes of a nice tittle 
fesson in natural science and have been stow- 
ing away enough botanical knowledge to 
make them competent to take charge ot one 
of the city parks, or ail of them 
for that matter, for, like the public school 
teacher’s, the public school chiid’s ideas 
are expansive and both generally gu the 
whole hog in matters of learning. Presently 
the door of the room opens, ant lo! the Ger- 
man teacher enters. She comes likea St. 
Patrick’s Day peecnnerem, with her banner 
waving before her.

age child forever from the paths of painting. 
Such things as the old-time hand press used 
for printing a century ago, the spinning 
wheel, the turn-spit, and 
dustrial articles that have passed: out of date 
long ago, are made the subjects of illustration 
in these charts. The teacher holds one of 
the cards, something like 24x36 inches in size, 
in one —_ and pointing

man which is given it in the third grade has 
such an utter abhorrence of genre, land- 
scape and other phases of the pictorial art 
that the sight of slate-colored one-story 
houses with bright green shutters and brick- 
red trimmings is retresbing to its eyes. 

THE SYSTEM 
of object-teaching upon which the schools 
pride themselves accustoms the child to fa- 
niliarity with the form of things and the 
style of teaching German from Heidel- 
berg chromos or Bavarian  beer- 
signs, as calculated to make 
them acquainted with objects and articles 
medieval in design and pre-Christian in the 
matter of usefulness. The employment of 
the charts continues two yéars, during which 
time there is no English spoken by the Ger- 
man teachers, often a fortunate thing for the 
children, and the little German the young- 
sters learn is associated with matters so dead 
and gone that they are scarcely ever recalled 
in a complimentary way nowadays. 

The difficulties surrounding the study of 
German in the lower grades is not overcome 
in the advanced classes. Their text books are 
placed in the hands of the children, and from 
that time on, as is the case with all studies, 
for which text books are used, tisa 
case of go-as-you-please with the branch. 
A few keep at the frontand manage to ex- 
cite some interest in the study, but the great 
army of pupils are torty or tifty laps behind, 
and have no earthly hope of staying the 
race out to the end of the match.

A Girl Ends Her Journey in the Work- 
house—The Police. 

Two years agoa young man named Joe 
Chambers was arrested on a charge of steal- 
ing a pair of shoes from a cobbler’s show- 
window and committed to jail on a charge 
of burglary. His mother, who worked 
in an Olive street laundry, visited 
him every Sunday morning. Dur- 
ing the week a pretty girl of about 
seventeen years called daily to bring her 
brother what delicacies thelr small means 
would allow.

Leonard Aramati, an Italian fruit-vender, 
was arraignedin the First District Police 
Court this mornipg on a csarge of violating 
a city ordinance prohibiting any one from 
aHowing a vehicle tostand on the public 
street. In a weak, consumptive voice the 
Italian epero: guiity to a charge of 
allowing his cart to stand on Fourth street, 
between Pine and Olive, and in mitigation 
made the following statement: ‘‘Your Hon- 
or, I have to walk aliday. Istart out early 
in the morning and have to walk all day. I 
eat a little lunch on the way and it’s night 
before I get back home. Sometimes I get so 
tired asked a man on “Fourth 
street if 1 eould stand on the 
street near his store when I was tired, and 
he told me I could always come there. When
